NEW YORK, X. Y.. August 28. — Tlio autumn 
season of racing over the Ixmg Island tracks will 
!»“ inaugurated at Belmont Park on Labor day, 
Monday. September 1. The Westchester Racing 
Association has arranged the most pretentious pro- 
gram it has offered in the fall since the sport 
was resumed in 1913, after an interval of two years 
when no racing was held in this state. The fa- 
mous Futurity, now a permanent fixture at the 
Westchester course through the courtesy of the 
Coney Island Jockey Club, is the outstanding feature 
of an attractive array of stakes of good monetary 
value. The gross value of the Futurity this year 
will exceed $30,000, while the Lawrence Realization 
will olice again resume its obi place among t lie 
richest fixtures of the year. The gross value of 
that noted long-distance event will be approximately 
$25,000. 

In addition to these historical and valuable fea- 
tures, the Westchester Racing Association has in- 
creased the values of the other stake races, !*■- 
sides making the minimum overnight purse values 
$800, with u liberal sprinkling of allowance and 
handicap races of from $900 to $1,500 added. 

For opening day, Monday, September 1, Labor 
day, three stake races are provided, the Belmont 
Park Autumn Handicap with $2,500 added, for 
t hree- year-olds and over at a mile and an eighth; 
the Tomboy Handicap with $1,500 added, for two- 
year-old fillies at five and a half furlongs straight, 
and the Broadhollow Steeplechase Handicap with 
$1,200 added, for three-year-olds and over at 
about two miles. In the Belmont Park Autumn 
Handicap a small but select field of the best han- 
dicap horses in the country is expected to furnish 
the best contest of the day for the thousands of 
admiring metropolitan devotees of racing who are 
anxiously awaiting the return of their favorite 
sport after a month’s interval while king horse 
held court at America's famous racing center, Sara- 
toga Springs. 

FUTURITY TO BE RUN SEPTEMBER 13. 

The Lawrence Realization will be run September 
<5, the first Saturday of the meeting, while the 
Futurity and the newly established Jockey Club 
stakes are reserved for Saturday. September 13, the 
closing day of the meeting.

SMALL FIELD FOR THE SARATOGA CUP I JUDGE SHELLEY ARRIVES IN LEXINGTON 



Purchase Only High-Class Horse Likely to Start in 
Famous Long-Distance Race. 

(BY EDWARD W. COLE.) 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, X. V., August 28.— Indi- 
cations point to a jug-handled race for the Sara- 
toga Cup unless something drops from the clouds 
to make things interesting. At this moment there 
appears to lie little contention in sight if Purchase 
goes to the post, which is quite probable. Cudgel 
lias been reported an absentee; in fact, the field 
will be so small that the race will become prac- 
tically a walk-over unless, as said liefore, some- 
thing drops from the clouds. Both Sun Briar and 
Exterminator are eligible, and they may Is 1 present, 
though it. is not probable. Hannibal is among the 
entries, but lie was soundly beaten by Purchase a 
few days ago and his winning chances thereby 
eliminated. He also pulled up a bit dickey, which 
may interfere with his future prospects for a while. 
Hence there is practically nothing left in the race 
hut Purchase and a few horses which may he sent 
out to pick up second and thhd money, as has been 
the case in several of the previous years. There 
may he a half dozen garters for the Saratoga 
Cup next Saturday, but this is improbable if Pur- 
chase goes to the post. Otherwise there might lie 
a respectable field of just ordinary horses. 

The two high-priced selling races which were put 
on the program for an experiment this week did 
not meet with the response anticipated, nor the 
response deserved. The Saratoga Association gave 
races to try to please the owners who have horses 
a shade better than selling platers,' yet in both 
instances the fields were’ light and practically com- 
mon, there being but three starters in tlie race 

for which $10,000 was <| tinted as the top price. It 

was won by Slippery Rim, with Wyoming second 
and Buford third, these being the only starters. It 

is possible these races were "put on too late in 

the season, after many of the lietter class of horses 
had gone away. There were one or two good horses 
entered, but they were scratched. Judging from 
the result of these two high-priced selling races, 
there is little inducement for a continuance of such 
conditions this year, though they may have laid 
the foundation for thought and it may lie that next 
year secretaries will try a second experiment when 
the material at lmiul is more abundant. There is no 
reason why liigli-priced selling races should not 
bring out fields that would compare favorably with 
overnight handicaps, the intention being • to give 
middle class handicap horses a chance to earn 
their oats. 

TWO RICH STAKES FOR MAN 0’ WAR.

Will Be Placing Judge and Racing Secretary at 

Blue Grass Fair — Kentucky Purses Discussed. 

LEXINGTON, Ky... August 28. — Judge William H. 
Shelley arrived here last night from Louisville to 
assume ids duties as racing secretary and placing 
judge for the Blue Grass Fair Association, which 
will open next Monday. Judge Shelley will remain 
in Lexington until after the Kentucky Jockey Club’s 
fall meeting of seven days, which will open Sep- 
tember 13, and at which he also will be racing 
secretary. A number of the horsemen at tlie local 
track today announced that they will be ready for 
the fair and that they will enter liberally. 1’lie 
action of the fair association in giving purses aver- 
aging $500 is counted by the horsemen as progressive 
and generous and they have agreed to do their best 
to make the daily cards interesting. 

“Five hundred dollars at the Blue Grass Fair 
is more generous than the proposed $1,200 at La - 
tonia,” said one horseman, who asserted that ho 
had written a letter to members of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission opposing a redaction and 
asking for an increase in the purses at Latonia 
and Louisville, 

“I have received a number of marked copies of 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, Daily Racing Form and 
New York Morning Telegraph containing an an- 
nouncement credited to Senator Camden to the ef- 
fect that purses at Lexington will be $800, same as 
last spring, and that purses at Louisville will be 
reduced to $1,000 and at latonia to $1,200,” said 
Senator Thomas A. Combs, also a member of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission. “I have sent 
some of these papers to Senator Camden and have 
told him that it is not my understanding that the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission has fixed the 
purses for tlie fall meetings. Personally, I am 
opposed to any reduction in the purses. They at 
least should be* as large as tlie nurses given at tlie 
spring meetings.” 

J. O. Keene, who returned to Lexington this 
morning from Saratoga, said that he had not seen 
tlie article credited to Senator Camden and that 
in so far as he is aware, the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission lias not fixed tlie nurses., He did not 
say what his attitude will he when the subject 
is presented to the commission, which probably will 
ho called to meet at an early date. 

J. S. Wallace, who returned home today from 
Cheyenne. Wyo., stated that he was engaged to 
go to Havana next winter as patrol judge at Ori- 
ental Park and that lie will supervise the shipping 
of horses to Cuba for the winter meeting. He was 
asked to officiate as presiding judge at Reno, but 
returned to Kentucky to assume his duties as entry 
clerk at tlie fall meetings in the state.

EASTERNERS TO RACE AT NEW ORLEANS 

Missionary Efforts at Saratoga on Behalf of Fair 
Grounds Winter Meeting Crowned by Success. 

SARATOGA SPRINGS. X. Y„ August 28.— Gen- 
eral manager Eddy and president McClellan of the 
Business Men’s Racing Association of New Orleans 
are meeting with unusual success in their mission- 
ary efforts here on behalf of the winter meeting at 
the Fair Grounds and have received the jiositive 
assurance that Harry Payne Whitney will have a 
big band of racers to carry his colors at their track 
next winter. Other extensive eastern racing estab- 
lishments that have asked for stall reservations at 
the Fair Grounds Include F. M. Taylor, in charge 
of the J. J. Hollenbeck horses; Fred Burlew, S. M. 
Henderson (Ogden stable), Edward Garrison, rep- 
resenting Montford Jones; J. II. Rosseter, J. W. 
McClelland, R. E. Watkins, W. Shea, Frank Regan 
and It. A. Smith. 

“We feel greatly encouraged by tlie promise of 
hearty co-operation on the part of some of the 
country’s more pretentious stables,” said Mr. Eddy, 
“and we will make every effort at our track for 
tlie convenience and comfort of their horses. It is 
satisfaction to know that our expenditure of ap- 
proximately $200,000 on the plant this year is al- 
ready bearing fruit, judging by the desire of many 
of tlie bigger stables to race with us t lie coming 
winter.” 

BIG SUM OFFERED FOR COLT PURCHASE 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, X. Y., August 2S.— 
Samuel Hildreth lias been offered a huge sum for 
his celebrated colt Purchase and refused it, ”1 
really cannot say who the agent represented that 
made the offer, though I have an idea,” said Mr. 
Hildreth in speaking of the proposed deal. "1 
might he wrong in my opinion 2nd 1 would not 
like to express myself unless I knew positively. 
But there is no question that tlie offer is legitimate. 
In fact, 1 had partly agreed to accept it. when 
I began to think of what I should <1o with the 
money. Somebody happened to mention something 
about taxes and it then dawned upon me that if 1 
sold tlie colt Hie government would take pretty 
nearly all tlie money away from me, so I decided 
not to sell for the time being.”

SARATOGA SPRINGS, X. Y„ August 28.— An- 
other prospective dull day for racing, which liegau 
with a steady downpour, was enlivened by many 
close finishes and the reverse of what was expected, 
for good sport was on tap throughout tlie after- 
noon. Sunshine flooded the course after the second 
race. The early showers deadened the track 
somewhat and the prospect for a continuation of the 
rain was responsible for the many withdrawals 
recorded. 

Of the twelve named to start in tlie Amsterdam 
Stakes only three went to the post, and it developed 
a hard fought duel hctwisMi It. T. Wilson’s Thistle- 
don and Sasin. the former triumphing by the closest 
kind of a margin. African Arrow landed far hack 
of tlie pair. The race had a net value of SI, 950. 
Thistledon at all times was the one most favored, 
but the supporters of Sasin also showed confidence 
in his ability and gave him stanch backing. This- 
tledi.a was allowed to go into a clear lead at 
once by liis rider and showed the way under re- 
straint, but Sasin kept him close company until in 
the last eighth, where Thistledon seemingly had 
tlie race safely won, and Buxton, on Sasin. ap- 
peared to give the task up as hopeless and let 
up momentarily in his drive, hut Eusor’s overconfi- 
dence almost cost the Wilson representative tlie 
race, for Buxton, noting Ensor’s action in easing 
up Thistledon, sent Sasin forward again at his 
utmost speed and almost sped by Thistledon before 
Ensor got him to going again. 

“GREEN ABOVE THE* RED” WINS. 

The fiftli race, in which the cheapest hand of the 
afternoon started, produced the outstanding incident. 
W . Daly’s "green above tlie red” flashed 
by the winning post in advance of the others 
and tiic victory was scored by tlie extreme outsider, 
Rockport. ridden by S. Boyle, Miss Kruter landing 
second and Starter third. The latter, however, was 
disqualified by tlie stewards for interference witli 
Dimitri and third place awarded to Dimitri. Tlie 
victory of Rockport marked tlie first success scored 
by “Father Bill” on an eastern track in almost 
an age and the win by the despised outsider 
almost created as much sensation as did Sailor 
Boy, when carrying the Daly colors and triumphing 
over . Broomstick in tiie long ago. Jockey Boyle, 
who had tin- mount on him previously, was loath to 
accept it on him again. “I was only sightseeing 
when I rode him in his last start and lie could not 
keep up with the others,” said Boyle when he ex- 
plained to Mr. Bradley his reluctance to fill the 
engagement, but Mr. Bradley prevailed on him to 
ride tlie horse for Mr. Daly. Dimitri and Miss 
Kruter were the split favorites in tlie race and 
seemed to have the result between them until in 
the last eighth, where Dimitri tired and Miss Kru- 
ter drew out, lint Rockport, coming with great 
speed, caught the leader in the last strides. Starter, 
well up, swerved into Dimitri a sixteenth from the 
finish and, after finishing third, was disqualified. 
Jockey Connelly, the rider on Starter, was sus- 
pended for tlie remainder of the meeting for liis 
rough riding. 

TICKLISH NEARLY LEFT AT THE POST. 

The mile handicap had many cracks among its 
entries and there was keen disappointment over 
the failure of Lucullite to start. His withdrawal 
gave Ticklish the post of honor, but Fator got him 
virtually left at tlie post and then raced him into 
the forward position in tlie first half mile in an 
attempt to wrest the lead from Binding Tie. The 
hitter showed tlie others the way until reaching 
the stretch, where she began tiring and it left 
Royce Rools and Tippity Witchet to furnish a 
brief but interesting struggle, with Royce Rods 
finally drawing out to win. Ticklish took thiipi 
place. 

The talent began in good style wtien they centered 
on Captain Ral Parr’s Fanny Cook as the one likel.v 
to land the opening race. She did, but only after 
a strenuous time in disposing of Lover’s Lane II.. 
which in the early running threatened to be an 
easy winner. It is probable that had the track 
not been a trifle slippery Lover’s Lane II. would 
have held on long enough to gain tlie verdict, 
for slip only succumbed in tlie last sixteenth. Eight 
of the fourteen originally entered in the race 
were scratched. 

Fairy Wand and Ormonda staged a spirited duel 
in the second race with Fairy Wand Anally win- 
ning by a nose from Ormonda. The one hundred 
and twenty-six pounds that Fairy Wand carried 
was thought to lie against her and Ormonda was 
installed < the favorite, with Passing Shower next 
in demand, but Passing Shower was always far

IRISH ELEGANCE IN GRAND FORM 

At the recent Goodwood meeting tlie crack 
sprinter, Irish Elegance, ran about the best race of 
his career in tlie Stewards’ Cun, but did not win. 
Commenting on this race “Audax” said in Horse 
ami Hound: “Although of small value compared 

to some sprint races, tlie Stewards’ Cup has for 
many years been one of the most popular short- 
distance handicaps of the racing season, and upon 
this occasion fourteen came out, Irish Elegance, 
whose owner is reported to have had thousands on 
him, being favorite at 100 to 30, with Best Born 
and Scatwell best backed of tlie remainder at “5’s.” 
In the race Mr. Cunliffe Owen’s King Sol, 5, 98 
pounds (W. Balding), jumped off quickest of any- 
thing to come over the hill in clpar command and, 
although being rapidly caught, lie held oil to bring 
off a 1(H) to 7 chance by three-quarters of u length 
from Mr. J. White’s Irish Elegance, 4, 142 pounds 
(Donoglioe), which in turn was a half length in 
front of Lord Glunely’s Scatwell, 4, 122 pounds (A. 
Smith), with Golly -Eyes fourth and Best Born 
fifth. Tlie winner was considerably fancied, and 
ISatho turned him out looking splendid, so now tlie 
chestnut son of Valens (sire of Arion and Volta) has 
well repaid the 1,000 guineas Mr. Cunliffe Owen gave 
Mrs. Lanbton for him last year. Tlie performance 
of Irish Elegance in getting second under his crush- 
ing impost was a magnificent one, and beats that 
of the Duke of Hamilton's Lollypop, which, as a 
six-year-old, under 140 pounds, ran third in the 
hands of Custaiice to Mr. J. T. Best’s Peter. 3, 112, 
and Mr. Western’s Vegetarian. 3, 98, for the same 
event in 1879. Lollypop lmd carried 125 pounds 
.into second place behind tlie Duke of Hamilton’s 
Midlothian, 4, 1(M) pounds, for the corresponding 
race the previous season, when, although the duke 
declared to win with Midlothian, his stable com- 
panion figured at 4 to 1 in the wagering, and the 
victor started at “10's.” Lollypop, like Irish Ele- 
gance, was a grand stamp of chestnut, and later 
Count Lelmdorff gave the duke $20,000 simply for 
tlie purpose of using him to serve half-bred mares, 
with a view to improving the speed of German 
cavalry horses.’’ 

WINNER OF THE FIRST EPSOM DERBY 

Wherever the thoroughbred is known it is also 
known that the first Epsom Derby was run iu 1780 
and that it was won by Diouied. It is not so well 
known that in its first running that now world - 
famous race was a dash of one mile, yet such was 
tlie case. Diorned was a good race horse and winner 
at all distances from a mile up to four mile heats. 
He was a successful sire in England and is found 
in many of the present-day pedigrees there. He 
was twenty -two years old when lie was gold for 

I. 000 guineas to Col. John Iloomes of Virginia, and 
brought to this country. In Virginia he lived to 
be - thirty-one years old. lie was a grandson of tlie 
famous Herftil anil it is in large measure due to him 
and his sons Sir Arehy, Ball's Florizel, Duroc anil 
others of great fame in their time that this country 
is richly provided with Herod blood. The wonderful 
racers Boston and Lexington were his direct male 
line descendants and his beneficial influence on 
American breeding was of incalculable value. He 
was a solid chestnut in color with no white, except 
on the heel of his right hind foot. He was 15% 
bauds high and a horse of great muscular substance 
and high vitality, qualities lie transmitted to his 
descendants through generations. The pedigree of 
this celebrity of more than a century and a half 
ago was:

It took me five seasons at Catalina to catch a 
big tuna. And the event was so thrilling that I 
had to write to my fisherman friends about it. The 
results of my effusions seem rather dubious. Robert 
II. Davis, editor of Alunsey’s, replies in this wise: 
“If you went out with a mosquito net to catch a 
m-ss of minnows your story would read like Roman 
gladiators seining tlie Tigris for whales.” 

Now I am at a loss to know liow to take that 
compliment. Davis goes on to say more, and lie 
also quotes me: “You say ’the hard diving fight 

of a tuna liberates the brute Instinct in a man.’ — 
Well. Zone, it also liberates the qualities of a liar.” 
Davis does not love the sweet, soft scent that 
breathes from off the sea. ome on the Jersey 
coast I went tuna fishing with him. He was not 
happy oil tlie boat. Rut once lie came up out of the 
cabin with a jaunty feather in his hat. I admired 
it. I said: “Boh, I’ll have to get something like 

that for my hat.” 

“Zane,” lie replied, piercingly, “what you need 
for your hat is a head!” 

My friend. Joe Bray, who publishes books in 
Chicago* also reacts peculiarly to my fish stories. 
He writes me a satiric doubting letter — then shuts 
up his ofiice and rushes for some river or lake. 

Will Dilg, the famous fly-caster, upon receipt of 
my communication, wrote me a nine-page prose- 
poem epic about tlie only fish in the world — black 
bass. Prof. Kellogg always falls ill and takes a 
vacation, during which he writes mo that I have 
not mental capacity to appreciate my luck. 

These fellows will illustrate how my friends re- 
ceive angling news from me. I ought to have sense 
enough to keep my stories for publication. I 
strongly suspect that their strange reaction to my 
friendly feeling is because I have caught more and 
larger black bass than they ever saw. Some day I 
will go back to the swift streams and deep lakes, 
where the bronze hacks live, and lisli with my 
friends, and then they will realize that I never lie 
about the sport and beauty and wonder of the great 
outdoors. 

AUTHOR AN AVELON VETERAN. 

Every season for the five years that I have been 
visiting Avalon there lias been a run of tuna. But 
the average weight was from sixty to ninety-live 
pounds. Until ibis season only a few big 

tuna had been taken. The prestige of tlie Tuna 

Cluli. the gragging of the old members, the gossip 
of the boatmen— nil tend to make a fisherman feel 
small until he has landed a big one. Come to think 
of it. considering the years of the Tuna Club fame, 
not so many anglers have captured a blue but- 
ton tuna. I vowed I did not care in particular 

about it, hut whenever we ran across a school of 
tuna I acted like a boy. 

A good many tuna fell to my rod during these 
seasons. During the present season, to lie exact, I 
caught twenty two. This is no large number for 
two months’ fishing. Bosclier caught about one 
hundred. Jump eighth-four. Hooper sixty. Among 
these tuna I fought were three that stand 
out strikingly. One seventy- three pounder took 
fifty minutes of hard fighting to subdue. 
A ninety -one pounder took one hour and fifty, and 
the third, after two hours and fifty minutes, got 
away. It seems, and was proved later, that the 
number fifty figured every time I hooked one of tlie 
long. slim, hard-fighting male tuna. 

Beginning late in June, for six weeks tuna were 
caught almost every day, some days a large number 
being taken. But big ones were scarce. Then one 
of the Tuna Club anglers began to bring in tuna 
that weighed well over one hundred pounds. This 
fact inspired all tlie anglers. He would slip out 
early in the morning and return late at night. No- 
body knew where liis boatman was finding these 
fish. Alore than one boatman tried to follow him, 
but in vain. Quite by accident it was discovered 
that lie ran up on tlie north side of the island, 
clear round the AA'est End. AA’lien he was dis- 
covered on tlie west side lie at once steered toward 
Clemente Island, evidently hoping to mislead his 
followers. This might have succeeded, but for tlie 
fact that both Bandini and Adams hooked big tuna 
before they had gone a mile. Then tlie jig was up. 
That night Adams came in with a one hundred and 
twenty anil a one hundred and thirty-six pound 
tuna, and Bandini brought the record for the season 
— one hundred and forty-nine pounds. 

Next day we were all out there on the west side, 
a few miles off shore. Tlie ocean appeared to he 
full of blackfish. They arc huge black marine 
creatures, similar to a porpoise in movement, but 
many times larger, and they have round, blunt noses 
that looked like battering rams. Some seemed as 
big as gun-boats, and when they heaved up on tlie 
swells we could see the white stripes belrtw the 
black. I was inclined to the belief that this 
species was tlie Orea. a whale- killing fish. Boat- 
men and deep sea men report these fish to be dan- 
gerous, and hud better bo left alone. They cer- 
tainly looked Ugly. AVe believed they were chasing 
tuna. 

WHALE A-PLENTY IN THE CHANNEL. 

The channel that day contained more whales than 
1 evere saw before at one time. AA’e counted six 
pairs in sight. I saw as many as four of the fun- 
nel-like whale spouts of water on the horizon at 
once. It was very interesting to watch these 
monsters of the deep. Once when we were all on 
top of the boat we ran almost right upon two 
whales. The first spouted about fifty feet away. 
The sea seemed to open up— a terrible roar issued 
forth — then came a cloml of spray and rush of 
water. Then we saw another whale just rising a 
few yards ahead. M.v hair stood up stiff. Captain 
Dan yelled, leaped down to reverse the engine. The 
whale saw us and swerved. Dan’s action and the 
quickness of the whale prevented a collision. As it 
was I looked down in the clear water and saw tlie 
huge gleaming gray body of the whale as he passed. 
That was another sight to record in- the book of 
memory. The great flukes of liis tail moved with 
surprising swiftness and the water bulged on the 
surface. Then we ran close to the neighborhood of 
a school of whales, evidently feeding. They would 
come up and blow, and then sound. To see a whale 
sound anil then raise his great broad shining llukes 
in the air, high above the water, is, in my opinion, 
tlie most beautiful spectacle to be encountered 
upon the ocean. Up to this day, during five sea- 
sons 1 had seen three whales sound with tails in 
the air. And upon this occasion I laid the exceed- 
ing good fortune to see seven. I tried to photo- 
graph one. AA'e followed a big bull, AA’lien lie 
came up to blow we saw a yellow moving space on 
tlie water — then a round gray, glistening surface, 
then a rugged snout, l’uff! His blow was a roar. 
He rolled on, downward a little, the water surged 
white and green. AA'hen he came up to sound lie 
humped his huge back. It was shiny, leathery, 
wonderfully supple. It bent higher and higher in 
an arch. Then this great curve seemed to slide 
swiftly out of sight and his wonderful tail, flat as 
a floor and wide as a house, emerged to swing 
aloft. The water ran off it in sheets. Then it 
waved higher and with slow, graceful, ponderous 
motion, sank into the sea. That sight, more than 
anything, impressed me with the immensity of the 
ocean, with its mystery of life, with the unattain- 
able secrets of the deep. 

FENCING WITH THE ELUSIVE TUNA. 

The tuna appeared to be scattered, and none were 
on the surface. I had one strike that plowed up 
tlie sen. showing the difference between the strike 
of a big tuna and that of a little one. He broke 
my line on the first rush. Then I hooked another 
and managed to stop him. I had a gruelling battle 
with him. and at the end of two hours and fifty 
minutes lie broke my hook. This was a disappoint- 
ment far beyond reason, but 1 could not help it. 

Next day was windy. The one following we could 
not find tin* * fish, and tlie third day we all con- 
cluded they had gone for 1918. I think tlie fame 
of tuna, tiie uncertainty of their appearance, the 
difficulty of capturing a big one. are what excite 
tiu> ambition of anglers. Long effort to that end 
ami consequent thinking and planning and feeling 
bring about a condition of mind that will be made 
clear as this story progresses. 

But Captain Danielson did not give up. The fifth 
day we rail off the west side with several other 
boats, and roamed the sea in seareli of tins. No 
anchovies on the surface, no sheerwater ducks, no 
sharks nothing to indicate lima. About one 
o’clock ( aptaiu Dan steered southwest and we ran 
sixteen miles toward Clemente island. 

ll was a perfeet day, warm, hazy with light 
fog. smooth heaving opalescent sea. There was no 
wind. At two-thirty not one of the other boats 
was in sight. At two-forty Captain Dan sighted a 
large dark rippling patch on the water. AA'e rau 
over closer. 

“School of tuua!” exclaimed the Captain, with 



excitement, “big fish! — Oh, for some wind now to 
fly the kite!” 

“There’s another school.” said my brother, R. C., 
and he pointed to a second darkly gleaming spot on 
tlm smooth sea. 

“I’ve spotted one, too,” I shouted. 

“Tlie ocean’s alive with tuna — big tuna!” boomed 
Captain Dan. “Here we are alone — blue button 
fish everywhere — and no, wind.” 

“AA’c’ll watch the fish and wait for wind,” I said. 

SCHOOL OF IMMENSE FISH APPEAR. 

This situation may not present anything remarka- 
ble to most fishermen. Rut we who knew the game 
realized at once that this was an experience of a 
life-time. AA'e counted ten schools of tuna near 
at hand; and there were so many farther on that 
they seemed to cover the sea. 

“Boys.” said Captain Dan. “here's tlie tuna we 
heard were at Anacapa Island last week. Tlie Japs 
netted hundreds of tons. They’re working south- 
east, right in tlie middle of the channel, and 
haven’t been in shore at all. It’s ninety miles to 
Anacapa. Some traveling! . . . That school 

close to us is the biggest school I over saw and 
believe they’re the biggest fish.” 

“Run closer to them.” I said to him. 

AA’e ran over within fifty feet of the edge of the 
school, stopped the boat, and all climbed up on top 
of the deck. 

Then we beheld a spectacle calculated to thrill 
the most phlegmatic fisherman. It simply en- 
raptured me. and I think I am still too close to it 
to describe it well. The dark blue water, heaving 
in great low lazy swells, showed a roughened spot 
of perhaps two acres in extent. Tlie sun. shining 
over onr shoulders, caught silvery -green gleams of 
fish, 11 ishing wide and changing to blue. Long 
round bronze backs deep under tlie surface, eauglit 
the sunlight. Blue fins and tails, sharp and curved, 
like sabers, clear the water. Here a huge tuna 
would turn on his side, gleaming broad and bright, 
and there another would roll on tlie surface, break- 
ing water like 1 a tarpon with a slow heavy souse. 

“Look at tlie leaders.” said Captain Dan. “I’ll 
liet they’re three hundred pound fish.” 

I saw then that the school, lazy as they seemed, 
were slowly following the leaders, rolling and rid- 
ing the swells. These leaders threw up surges and 
ridges on the surface. They plowed the water. 

“AA'hat’d happen if we skipped a flying-fish 
across the water in front of tlrose leaders?” I 
asked Captain Dan. 

He threw up liis hands. “You’d see a German 
torpedo explode.”

WAYS OF THE TUNA FISHERMAN. 

It took only a few moments for the school to 
drift by us. Then we ran over to another school, 
with the same experience. In this way we visited 
several of these near-by schools, all of which were 
composed of large tuna. Captain Dan, however, 
said he believed tlie first two schools, evidently 
leaders of this vast sea of tuna, contained the 
largest fish. For half an hour we fooled around 
watching tlie schools and praying for wind to it.v 
the kite. Captain I»an finally trolled our baits 
through one school, which sank without rewarding 
us with a strike. 

At this juncture I saw a tiny speck of a boat 
way out on the horizon. Captain Dan said it was 
Shorty’s boat with Adams. I suggested that, as 
we had to wait for wind to fly the kite, we run in 
and attract Shorty’s attention. I certainly wanted 
some one else to see those magnificent schools of 
tuna. Forthwith we ran several miles until we at- 
tracted the attention of tlie boatman Captain Dan 
had taken to be Shorty. But it turned out to be 
somebody else, and my good intentions also turned 
out to my misfortune. 

Then we ran back toward the schools of tuna. On 
the way my brother hooked a Marlin swordfish that 
leaped thirty-five times and got away. After all 
those leaps lie deserved to shake the hook. AA’e 
found the tuna milling and lolling around, slowly 
drifting and heading toward tlie southeast. AA'e also 
found a very light breeze had begun to come out 
of the west. Captain Dan wanted to try to get 
tlie kite up. hut I objected on the score that if we 
could fly at all it would only be to drag a bait be- 
hind the boat. That would necessitate running 
through tlie schools of tuna, and as I believed this 
would put them down I wanted to wait for enough 
wind to drag a bait. at right angles with the boat. 
This is tlie proper procedure, because it enables an 
angler to place liis bait over a school of tuna at a 
hundred yards or more from tlie boat. It certainly 
is the most beautiful and thrilling way to get a 
strike. 

SCHOOLS OF IMMENSE FISH APPEAR. 

So we waited. Tlie boatman whose attention we 
had attracted hud now come up and was approach- 
ing the schools of tuna some distance below us. 
He put out a kite that just barely flew off the 
water and it followed directly in the wake of his 
boat. AA’e watched this with disgust, but consider- 
able interest, and xve were amazed to see one of 
the anglers in that boat get a strike and hook a 

That put us all in a blaze of excitement. Still 
we t bought the strike they got might just have 
been lucky. In running down farther, so we could 
come back against the light breeze we ran pretty 
close to tlie school out of which tlie strike laid been 
gotten. Captain Dan stood up to take a good look. 

“They’re "hundred pounders all right,” lie said.

I took a look at the fisherman who was fighting 
the tuna.

BEAUTY OF THE FIGHTING TUNA. 

Captain Dan watched the slow, steady bends of 
my rod. as the tuna plugged, and at last he said: 
“Doc, it’s a liig fish!” 

Strange to relate this did not electrify me. I 
did not believe it. But at the end of that half 
hour the tuna came clear to the surface about 
one hundred feet front us. and there he rode the 
swells. Doubt folded his sable wing! Bronze anil 
blue and green and silver flashes illumined the 
swells. I plainly saw that not only was the tuna 
big, hut he was one of the long, slim, hard-fight- 
ing species. 

Presently he sounded, and I began to work. I 
was fresh, eager, strong, aud 1 meant to whip him 
quickly. Working on a big tuna is no joke. It is 
a man’s job. A tuna fights on his side with head 
down and he never stops. If the angler rests the 
tuna will not only rest. too. hut he will take more 
and more line. The method is n long slow lift or 
pump of rod — then lower the rod quickly and wind 
the reel. Whrti the tuna is raised so high lie will 
refuse to come any higher, and then there is a 
deadlock. There lives no fisherman hut what there 
lives a tuna that can take the conceit aud the i 
fight out of him! 

For an hour I worked. I sweat and panted anil 
burned in the hot sun; and I enjoyed it. The sea 
was beautiful. A strong, salty fragrance, wet and 
sweet, floated on the breeze. Catalina showed 
clear and bright, with its colored cliffs and yellow 
slides anil dark ravines. Clemente Island rose a 
dark. long, barren, lonely land to the southeast.

At the end of the second hour I was tiring. There 
came a subtle change of spirit and mood.

FEAR OF SHARK INTERFERENCE.

By the aid of the harness, putting my shoulders into 
tlie lift. I got the double line over the reel, only 
to lose it. Every time the tuna was pulled near 
the boat he sheered off. and It did not apiiear 
possible for me to prevent it. He got into a habit 
of coming to the surface about thirty feet out. anil 
hanging there, ill plain sight as if lie was cabled 
to the rocks of the ocean. Watching him only aug- 
mented my trouble. It had ceased long ago to bo 
fun or sport or game. It was now a fight and it 
begun to be torture. My hands were all blisters — 
my thumbs raw. The respect I had fyr that tuua 
was great. 

THE FOUR-HOUR BATTLE WON. 

He plugged down mostly, but latterly lie liegan 
to run off to each side, to come to the surface, 
showing his broad, green-silver side, and then 
lie weaved to and fro behind tlie boat trying to get 
under it. Captain Dan would have to run ahead 
to keep away from him. To hold what gain I li.-nl 
on the tuna was at these periods almost unendur- 
able. Where before I had sweat, burned, throbbed 
anil ached, I now began to see red. to grow dizzy, 
to suffer eramps and nausea and exceeding pain. 

Three hours aud a half showed the tuna slower, 
heavier, higher, easier. He hail taken us fifteen 
miles from where we had hooked him. He was 
weakening, but I thought I was worse off than he 
was. Dan changed the harness. It seemed to make 
more effort possible. 

The floor under my feet was wet and slippery 
from the salt water dripping off my reel. I could 
not get any footing. The bend of that rod down- 
ward. the ceaseless tug. tug. the fear of sharks, 
the paradoxical loss of desire now to land the 
tuna, the change in my feeling of elation and thrill 
to wonder, disgust and utter weariness of spirit and 
body — all these warned me that 1 was at Die end 
of my tether, and if anything could be done it 
must be quickly. 

Relaxing. 1 took a short rest. Then nerving my- 
self to be indifferent to the pain, and yielding 
altogether to the brutal instinct this tuna fighting 
rouses in a fisherman, I lay hack with might and 
main. Eight times I had got the double line 
over the reel. On the ninth I shut down, damped 
with my thumbs and froze there. The wire lender 
sung like a telephone wire in the cold. I could 
scarcely see. My arms cracked. I felt an immense 
strain that must break me in an instant. 

Captain Dan reached the leader. Slowly he 

heaved. The strain upon me was released. I let 
go the reel, threw off the drag, and stood up. 
There the tuna was. the bronze mid lilne-baokeil 
devil, gaping, wide-eyed, shining and silvery as he 
rolled, a* big tuna if there ever was one, and he 
was conquered. 

When Dun lunged with the gaff the tuna made a 
tremendous splash that deluged us. Then Dan
